“There are no present indica- 
tions of precipitation of conse- 
quence east of the Rocky Moun- 
tains,“ says the Weather Bureau's 
bulletin, “except that there will 
be showers and thunderstorms at 
the outset from the lake region 
eastward and possibly in the far 
Northwest. Occasional local thun- 
dershowers are also probable in 
the South, including Texas, but no 
general rains. 

West of the Rocky Mountains 
rains will continue early in the 
week, followed by generally fair 
and warmer weather from the mid- 
dle «until the close of the week, the 
rising temperatures extending to 
the eastern slope of the moun- 
* tains. 

“It will be somewhat cooler Mon- 
day and Tuesday over the upper 
lake region, the upper Mississippi 
Valley and the central portion of 
the country, with moderate temper- 
atures thereafter, while in the East 
rather high temperatures will rule 
during much of the week owing to 
the presence of a strong high pres- 
sure area over the South Atlantic 
states and the adjacent ocean.” 


The official weather forecast Monday 
held out no hope for immediate zallef 
from the heat wave ich had a tem- 
perature height Monday at 2 p. m. of 84 
degrees; - 7 
them the hottest days 80 far this year. 
The torridity is made more unbearable 


than in previous summers when the tem- 


perature has mounted even higher than 
this year, because of the long drout4. 
St. Louis has had only .16 of an inch of 
rain since May 6, the date of the last 
shower of consequence. The total de- 
ficiency from the normal rainfall since 
March is 8.34 inches. The deficinecy 
since Jan. 1 is 6.52 inches. 

The normal rainfall for May is 4.24 
finches. Last month only .69 of an inch 
of rain fell, the smallest amount of any 
May since 1837, the year records first 
were kept in St. Louis. 

The temperature in May averaged 
three degrees a day above normal. The 
normal is 66.5 degrees. Last month the 
meah temperature was 69.5 degrees. The 
‘June normal is 76.1. Thus far this 
month the temperature has averagod 
seven degrees a day above the normal

SENTENCED TO TWO YEARS 


Prosecutor and Judge Joined in 
Appeal to Governor When 
They Learned Circumstances, 


Special tq the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, June %—The 
Board of Pardons today recommended to 
Gov. Major for parole Arthur Donaldson 
of Taney, Mo., whose sentence to prison 
four months ago was the direct result 
of his conversion to Christianity. Gov. 
Major immediately signed the parole and 
Donaldson was set free. 

Donaldson is 2% years old. Me is a 
farmer and painter and lived with his 
wife and three small children on a small 
homestead near Taney. More than two 
years ago he killed a neighbor’s hog in 
the woods of Ozark County. 

Donaldson and his wife joined the 
church during an evangelistic revival 
last January. 

Hears Sermon; Confesses. 
The evangelist preached a sermon in 
which he declared that remission of 
sins could be obtained only by a full 
confession before God and man and that 
one who had wronged a fellow man must 
make full reparation to atone for the 
wrong. 
After conferring with his wife and the 
preacher, Donaldson went to the Sheriff 
of Ozark County and confessed to killing 
the hog. When arraigned in court he 
pleaded guilty to the technical charge 
of grand larceny and was sentenced to 
two years in State’s prison. 

When the circumstances of his confes- 
sion become known many citizens of 
Ozark County, including State’s Attor- 
ney George W. Boone, who prosecuted 
him, and Circuit Judge John T. Moore, 
who sentenced him, began an active 
campaign for parole. 

Donaldson Explaing Confession. 

In a letter to the Pardon Board, Pros- 
ecutor Boone said: He joined a church 
which believes that before a person can 
enter eternal bliss he must publicly 
confess all of his past sins, and while 
this may be right, yet I consider it a 
very inconvenient practice.” 

In making written application to the 
Pardon Board, Donaldson explained his 
confession thus: “I would rather tell 
the truth and come here than to tell a 
lie and stay there, for now when I go 
home I can be a man and the other way 
I would be a Har.“ 

A, petition, containing several hundred 
signatures, recites the incidents of the 
confession and trial and says that Don- 
aldson’s family is destitute.

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'NO REST FOR KING,’ 
SAY SUFFRAGETTE 
IFER HIM AT RAC 


Militants Start Campaign of De- 
nouncing Monarchs Every 
Time They. Publicly Appear. 


LONDON, June S.— Another demon- 
stration by a militant suffragette in 
the presence of King George and Queen 
Mary occurred at the International 
Horse Show at Olympia this-afternoon, 
Their Majesties had hardly sat down 
when a young woman rose in the stalle 
opposite and screamed denunciations 
of forcible feeding of suffragette pris- 
oners. The police pounced upon her im- 
mediately, but her ejection. from. the 
building was effected only after a fierce 
struggle. 

“No peace for King George or Queen 
Mary,” is the latest order given out by 
the headquarters staff of the militant 
suffragettes and their followers now al- 
low few appearances of their Majesties 
in public to pass without some kind of 
demonstration. 

Public anger in connection with the 

militant suffragettes’ outrages, is ex- 
pressed daily with more vehemence 
throughout . Great. Britain. Reports 
from the Privinces show that suffra- 
wette meetings organized yesterday 
were generally broken up and the 
women threatened with violence. 
At Ilford, east of London, the speak- 
ers were pelted with tomatoes and other 
missiles and an unsuccessful attempt 
was made by the crowd under the lead- 
ership. of a woman, to upset the wagon 
from which the suffragettes were speak- 
ing. The orators escaped into the resi- 
dence of the local leader of the militant 
society and the crowd afterward peltea 
the house with stones and broke every 
window in the place. | 

The suffragettes yesterday for the first 
time invaded Catholic churches and at- 
tempted to harangue the congregations. 
Worship was disturbed in both West- 
minster Cathedral and the Church of 
the Oratory, Brompton. 

Mrs. May Fausten, the American 
woman arrested with several others aft- 
er a disturbance at the Brompton Ora- 
tory yesterday, was arraigned today at 
Westminster Police Court.

The show is a con- 
tinuous one this week, from 11 a. m. to 
ll p. m., each production lasting nearly 
two hours. Electric fans keep the low- 
er floor cool. Tickets for the lower floor 
are sold at 26 cents, for the balcony at 
10 cents. One-half the proceeds from 
sale and rental of the films goes to the 
Pageant treasury. 

The first thing shown, and the most 
remarkable thing in the whole exhibi- 
tion, is the motion panorama of the 
great audience, taken at the high water 
mark of attendance, Saturday evening, 
May 3. From the path near the water's 
edge to the skyline of heads and shoul- 
ders, broken only by the Art Museum, 
a mighty phalanx of faces covers the 
Art Hill amphitheater. There is no 
visible demarcation between the seat- 
ing inclosure and the standing throngs 
all around it. 


\ 
Immense Cast Also Shown. 
Hardly less surprising, in their big- 


ness, are the casts of the Pageant anil 
the Masque, as they appear in succes- 
sive groups which fill the acre and a 
half of stage space in front of the rear 
wall. Other effective views of the stage 
and surroundings precede the action. 

The makers of the Pageant movies 
had to show the stage scenes as the au- 
dience saw them, from across the wa- 
ter, and this has been done, briefly, in 
each scene. But the greater part of the 
time, in the picture production, is given 
to close-range views, which show the 
Pageant as it was seen only by those 
Who had powerful field glasses. 

Seeing the Pageant drama thus close, 
one wonders if the men of early St. 
Louis were really as fine-looking a lot 
as those who played their parts. Pierre 
Laclede and his young stepson, Au- 
guste Chouteau, are much before the 
camera in the founding“ scene, and 
later there is almost a surfeit of the 
handsome Gov. Delassus, the tall Capt. 
Stoddard and the courtly Charles Gra- 
tiot, in the Three-Flags scene.

GIVES COMMISSION 
NEW RATE POWER 


| 
Order That Texas Roads Should 


Alter Either State or Inter- 
state Charges Upheld, 


WASHINGTON, June 8.—The Supreme 
Court today upheld the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission's orders in the 
Shreveport rate case, thus placing in- 
terstate railroads more under the com- 
mission and less under state commis- 
sions. 

The Louisiana Railroad Commission 
itself initiated the contest before the 
Interstate Commerce Commission in be- 
half of the jobbers along the Louisi- 
ana-Texas border. 


State Commission Complained. 
The Louisiana Commission complained 


to the Interstate Commerce Commission 
in March, 1911, that the class rates 
charged by the railroads for transpor- 
tation in a westerly direction from 
Shreveport to points in Texas were un- 
justly discriminatory in that they were 
much greater than the rates contem- 
poraneously charged for the transporta- 
tion. of like traffic from Dallas and 
Houston, in Texas, to the same points. 
They complained, in substance, that a 
wall had been erected around 
Texas and that outside jobbers were 
not permittéd to enter into the enclosed 
field. 

The Houston, East & West Texas 
Railway Co. and the Texas & Pacific 
Railway Co. did not deny the discrimi- 
nation, but answered that the Shreve- 
port rates were reasonable in them- 
selves, and that the Texas rates were 
not voluntary, but were prescribed by 
the Texas Rallroad Commission. The 
Interstate Commerce Commission issued 
an order, holding that an unjust dis- 
crimination existed and directed the 
railways either to lower the interstate 
rate from Shreveport to Texas points 
or to increase the Texas rates from 
Dallas and Houston to other Texas 
points, so as to remove this discrimi- 
nation. The railways vainly endeav- 
ored to induce the Commerce Court to 
enjoin the enforcement of this order. 

One of the principal points of conten- 
tion in the case was whether this was 
a voluntary or an involuntary discrim- 
ination by the railways against Shreve- 
port. The railways contended that it 
was involuntary because they were di- 
rected by the Texas Railroad Commis- 
sion to put into force the low Texas 
rates. For each higher rate charged. 
the railroads contended, they would be 
liable under Texas law for a $5000 pen- 
alty to the State, and from $125 to $500 
to the shipper. In addition, a fine of 
$5000 might be forthcoming for failing to 
obey an order of the State Railroad 
Commission. 


Held Rates Were Voluntary. 
The Goyernment, on the other hand. 


contended that the Texas rates. were 
voluntary because the railways had not 
appealed to any court or commission to 
have the Texas rates set aside. 

Another contention was whether the 
interstate commerce laws were so draf:- 
ed as to confer upon the commission 
jurisdiction over intrastate rates that 
might. affect interstate rates.

WASHINGTON, June 8&—Narratives 
of the bravery of enlisted men of the 
Navy and Marine Corps during the 
fighting at Vera Cruz on April 21 and 
22 were included in Rear Admiral 
Fletcher's report of the Mexican port's 
seisure,-made publie today by the Navy 
Department. While the report bestows 
praise on the entire personnel, the fol- 
lowing men were mentioned for con- 
spicuous acts:

A. De Bouer, Milwaukee, Wis., Chief 
Turret Captain, battleship Utah: On 
the afternoon of April 21 he was placed 
in charge of a small squad of men and 
stationed at the corner of a warehouse 
to eastward of the custom house. His 
position was subject to a severe fire 
from the buildings along Avenida Lan- 
deros y Cos, and after several hours 
of well-directed fire he silenced it. On 
April 22, when a general advance began. 
he was sent ahead to locate and silence 
fire from snipers. Being an excellent 
marksman and notably cool, he was es- 
pecially selected for this work.

These 
men would catch and hold the gun car- 
riage, thus acting as brake, and 
would immediately return the carriage 
and gun to its former firing position. 
This was done under a heavy fire. 
(ldeut. Grady.) 

In connection with the fighting of 
these two days, I should like to men- 
tion Sergt. Miller and Corp. Edwards, 
for the brave, cool manner in which 
they handled the Colt guns under their 
charge. Corp. Edwards especially, as 
he still continued to serve his gun after 
two men had been wounded and one 
killed in his immediate vicinity. (Maj. 
Berkeley, U. S..M. C.) 

In the fight between the steamers and 
Mexicans on April 2ist, the following 
boats were engaged: First and Second 
Steamers of the Florida and the Second 
Steamer of the Utah. Chief Boatswain

This 
shot wrecked the valve and allowed the 
steam to escape into the fire room and

Mr. McCloy went aboard the Utah’s 
steamer and sent the first steamer to 


the Prairie for repairs. 


The first steamer fired about % shots 
from her one-pounder before she re- 
tired. The second steamer was struck 
twice, one shot going through the en- 
gine room skylight, which was raised, 
and one through the hull, but did no 
damage and no one was wounded. On 
the second steamer of the Utah the gun 
pointer, firing the one-pounder, was shot 
through both thighs, the muscles being 
badly torn. He has since died from the 
effects of his wound. The loader was 
shot through the throat, but is recov- 
ering. The boat suffered no damage.

Stella Davis’ House Searched 
After Passers of Counterfeit 
Bills Are: Held. 


The police of the Dayton Street Sta- 
tion are holding for the Federal authori- 
ties William Davis of the Metropole Ho- 
tel, Twelfth and Morgan streets, and 
Ray Hawks, who recently came from 
St. Joseph, on charges of passing and 
having possession of counterfeit money 

The two men were captured Saturday 
night after Davis had passed a counter- 
telt 35 bill at Charles Urnaum’s saloon, 
2339 Franklin avenue. and another n 
Henry Techmeyer’s hardware store on 
Franklin avenue. Techmeyer discov- 
ered the $5 bill was counterfeit as Davis 
and Hawks were leaving his store. He 
called a policeman, who captured the 
two men after a chase. Nine counter- 
feit $ bills were found in Hawks’ 
pockets. 

The police went to the home of i_rs. 
Stella Davis. 2134 O' Fallon street, and 
arrested all members of the household. 
Mrs. Davis was once known as tiie 
“Coinacker Queen,” and was pardoned 
from prison by former President Roose- 
velt. No spurious money was found in 
her home. A locket was found of the 
same description as one recently report- 
ed to the Dayton street police as having 
been stolen. 

Hawkes said he obtained the counter- 
feit bills from a man named Kennedy, 
whom he met on Market street, across 
from Union Station. He had known 
Kennedy since 1904, he said, but did not 
know his first name. Kennedy, he said, 
offered to give him half of the pre- 
ceeds after the counterfeit money was 
passed. 

Later in the afternoon, he said, he 
met Davis and they began passing the 
money. Hawks said he came to St. 
Louis from St. Joseph, Mo., Saturday 
afternoon. 

Miss Frances Strassner of 3626 Finney 
avenue went to the Davis home later 
in the day and identified the diamond 
locket with her initials engraved on it. 
She also claimed a large black purse 
and a small breastpin. These goods, she 
says, were stolen April 17.

Committee to Meet Tuesday. 

The Citizens’ Campaign Committee will 
meet at 12:3 Tuesday at Lippe’s to re- 
ceive reports of the several standjng 
committees which are handling details 
of the campaign. The general commit- 
tee will meet at least twice a week to 
kéep up the enthusiasm of the workers. 
The Merchants’ Exchange members will 
hear the charter discussed at 1:15 p. m. 
Tuesday by Selden P. Spencer, member 
of the Board of Freeholders, and Percy 
Werner, president of the City Club. 

The new charter has been indorsed 
by many municipal experts through- 
out the United States. Copies of the 
charter were sent to the experts as 
soon as it was printed. Among the 
notable authorities on municipal gov- 
ernment indorsing the charter is 
Richard S. Childs of Philadelphia, 
secretary of the National Short Bal- 
lot Association. 

“The proposed new charter,” he 
said in a letter to Secretary Jones of 
the Board of Freeholders, “is a tre- 
mendous advance over the present 
charter, Every change you have made 
from the old charter is in the right 
direction. If the new plan is adopted, 
I am sure the people of St. Louis 
will find their public officials more 
deferential to public opinion than 
they have been in the past.” 

Municipal Expert’s Views. 

“William H. Glasson of ‘Durham, 
S. C., editor of the South Atlantic 
Quarterly, widely known as a munic- 
ipal expert, said: 

“You have certainly prepared a 


new charter which can rightfully be 
called progressive. It impresses me 
very favorably. I approve, the one- 
house plan of legislation, and the sal- 
ary of $1800 you fix ought to be suffi- 
client to secure a good type of man as 
alderman. 

“The recall provision makes it pos- 
sible for the people to remove notori- 
ously unsatisfactory officials. You 
have done well to give the Mayor the 
power of appointment over a large 
number of important offices, and to 
hold him responsible for their acts. 

“The Board of Public Service wili 
‘likely, secure harmony among t va- 
rious departments, which are 8 
impof tant to the public safety, health 
and welfare of the citizens. In, many 
city governments such departments are 
continually working at cross purposes. 
John A. Fairlee, director of the Er- 
ficiency and Economy Committee ot III 
nojis, strongly indorsed the new char- 
ter. He said: 

“Your proposed new charter is a 
marked improvement over the present 
charter of your city. It enlarges the 
powers of your city government, estab- 
lishes a better organization of the ad- 
ministrative departments, and increases 
the measure of popular control. The 
new charter shows the result of careful 
study of new ideas, without being car- 
ried away with the novel fads.” 

Prof. Jesse B. Reeves of the Depart- 
ment of Political Economy, University 
of Michigan, said: The new draft is 
really & progressive charter. It is 
truly a short-ballot charter. By keep- 
in> the number of popular elective of- 
fices down to a minimum there will be 
a concentration of responsibility, and 
the few offices which are elective will 
receive the critical attention of the 
voters.“

ARTICLE V- The Initiative. 

Section 1. The people shall have power, at their 
option, to propose ordinances, including ordinances 
proposing amendments to this Oharter, and to 
adopt the same at the polls, with the same effect 
as if adopted by the Board of Aldermen and ap- 
proved by the Mayor, such power being known 46 
the Initiative. It shall be exercised as hereinafter 
provided, subject to the provisions of this Charter. 

Sec. 2. Such an ordinance shall be proposed by 
petition signed by registered voters equal in num- 
ber to five per cent, or, in case the proposed ordi- 
nance is for the submission of an amendment to 
the Charter, ten per cent, of all the registered 
voters of the City at the time of the last pre- 
ceding regular mayoralty election. Bach of the 
papers comprising the petition shall contain the 
proposed ordinance in full and designate by 
names and addre.ses five persons as the committee 
of the petitioners. 

Bec. 4. If the Board of Election Commissioners 
| find that the petition, with supplements, if any, 
is sufficient, it shall forthwith certify that fact, 
together with a copy of the petition, omitting 
signatures, to the Board of Aldermen. Unless the 
proposed ordinance is, without amendment, adopt- 
ed and approved by the Mayor, or adopted, with- 
out amendment, over his veto, within sixty days 
after the regular meeting of the Board of Alder- 
men next. after said election, or unless four mem-

Our recent experience in the Free Bridge matter shows such to be a fact and experiences 
of other parties who last year attempted to exercise the initiative in the matter of amendments 
to the charter, in which effort they totally failed, also prove this. Its failure to provide for a 
compulsory appropriation to defray the expenses of the initiative election is one of its plain 
defects. All the strain and burden of getting the signatures to the petition may be undergone 
and as the Municipal Assembly is under no compulsion to provide for the expenses of the elec- 
tion, THE WHOLE STRUCTURE WOULD FALL AND THE ENTIRE EFFORT BE DEFEATED. 
The provision that it shall be signed by “qualified voters” is also a Greek Horse provision as it 
places it in the power of the Hlection Commissioners’ Board to examine into every signature 
and if desired rejecting any number of same as not being qualified. The above sMght analysis. 
shows the character of the present initiative provision. 

In the new charter, the article covering the initiative shows the principle in its MODERN: 
DEVELOPMENT and undertakes to give the people of St. Louis A WORKABLE, PRACTICABLE 
AND SERVICEABLE POWER. It provides for a 5 per cent basis for a general election and 7 
per cent for the basis for a special election. This percentage reduced to figures and taking our 
last April election would be as follows: 6 

Signatures required, general election, old charter, 18,395; new charter; 7,535; difference, 10,860. 
Signatures required, special election, old charter, 30,660; new charter, 10,551; difference, 20,809. 


This is as it should be. The further provision of 10 per cent basis for amending th 4 
ter at a regular election and 15 per cent at a special election is an advance on the old 44

Inasmuch as the initiative principle requires the Board of Aldermen to pass the proposed 
ordinance without alteration or amendment of any kind, the provision in the new charter, that 
if four members of the committee of five having charge of the petition shall, in writing, declare 
that there is no necessity for submitting the proposed ordinance, and ‘that thereupon same 
shall not be submitted, is a practical and economic safeguard. We have a splendid illustra- 
tion of the importance and value of this provision in the matter of our free bridge initiative 
ordinance.
